In a foreign neutral clty, known for
its sympathles to the causs of the
Allleg, there lived a German who posed
A% A retired merchant. He lived n
the most expensive and exglusive
hotel. He conversed with very few
people publiely and these were usually
neutrals or belllgerents above sus-
picion. Bometimes he would be seen
departing in a motorear and he would
not return until early thea following
morning. Except for these midnight
excursions thers was nothing suspi
clous about him. There was no ovie
dence that he was other than he rep-
resented himself to be.  But in all
neutral countries there are hundreds
of men who do as he did, The husi-
ness of every man cannot be kriown
even to the pollee.

Interested In Fortifications

One evening, In conversation with
an Allled zubject who was above sus.
plelon, he showed a particular Interest
in fortifications, expiamning his ecuri
osity by remarking that 1t was “a
aort of o hobby.” He had retired from
business. His  fortune  was  made
The war interested him, as 1t did
every pne else, and, as he had read
books on anclent fortifications
he spent hiz odd hours comparing the
past with .the present.

Naturally this aroused susplelon, but
suspiclion Is not enough to cause &n
arrest and conviction.

Because he had a diplomatic
pass he was taken before the judge.|
who In friendly but irm words stated |
that he would be searched and then |
permitted to communicate with the
German Legation. Tt Is not necessary

to explain all the objections which he
made, Hee wished te telephone first

and he searched afterward, but the
judge's order was final In his
pockets the police found several im ‘
portant military reports regarding the
American and Allled armiessdn France.
They found letters authorizing him to
report personully to German Giren!
Headquarters. They discovered lot-
ters from agents whom he employved
in France. In the possession of this
“retired businessman' was all the evi

dence necded to establlsh the Hne of
communication between men  and
women who were already under sus-
plelon in other cltles. His arrest was
the key to a military puzzle whilch hud
disturbed scores of Allled polive for
many months. And he was a Ger.
man “‘diplomat.”
